ROME. W—Premier Mussolini, 
suddenly become the central fig¬ 
ure of Europe’s efforts to avert 
war, left Rome at 6 p. m.. (9 a. 
m., PST.) tonight for Munich, 
where he is to meet tomorrow with 
Prime Minister Chamberlain, Chan- 
cellor Hitler and Premier Daladier. 

XI Duce was accompanied by his 
foreign minister and son-in-law. 
Count Galeazzo Ciano, on his spe¬ 
cial train. 

NOTE FRO.M F. D. R. 

A vast crowd, evidently relieved 
at the momentary lifting of the 
war clouds, gave Mussolini an up¬ 
roarious sendoff as he departed to 
assume the role of mediator in the 
German-Czechoslovak crsis. 

He accepted the responsibility, 
informed sources said, at the re¬ 
quest of Great Britain in a des¬ 
perate effort to avert war. A 
personal message from President 
Roo.sevelt, received at the crucial 
moment, may also have influenced 
his acceptance. 

After receiving a personal mes¬ 
sage from Prime Minister Cham¬ 
berlain of Great Britain, II Duce 
immediately got in touch with 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler, presumably 
by telephone. 

BENES OUT, REPORT 

From private sources, diplomats 
heard that Hitler had accepted 
Mussolini as mediator and that 
Eduard Benes had resigned as 
president of Czechoslovakia. This 
latter report, however, lacked con¬ 
firmation. 

Great relief was apparent in 
Italian circles when word came of 
the scheduled four-power confer¬ 
ence at Munich. 

II Duce had been represented in 
foreign circles as piqued at the 
failure of other statesmen to in¬ 
vite him to take a large role in 
the efforts for a Sudeten settle¬ 
ment. 

FRICTION ELIMINATED 

The messages of President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Chamberlain were regarded in 
these quarters as having elimin¬ 
ated any trace of possible friction 
over these .seeming slights.

SPEEDS MESSAGE 

The White House received offi¬ 
cial confirmation of the scheduled 
Munich meeting, Early asserted. 

Giving newsmen details of how 
Mr. Roosevelt formulated his 
dramatic appeal to Hitler last 
night, Early said the White House 
had observed news reports saying 
Hitler’s army might start march¬ 
ing into Czechoslovakia today. 

Early related that the President 
decided to send the message at 
once so it would be in Hitler’s 
hand before any “movement took 
place and before any boundaries 
were crossed.” 

U. S. NOT INVOLVED 

The MTiite House secretary said 
1914 proved that once troops were 
on the march they could not be 
stopped. 

The President conferred at 
length with Secretary Hull and 
under-Secretary Sumner Welles of 
the state department, Early told 
reporters, and then dictated his 
new plea, which was dispatched at 
once by cable. 

Asked to inerpret a statement in 
the President’s message that the 
United State.s had no political in¬ 
volvements in Europe. Early re¬ 
plied that meant exactly what it 
said. 

In asserting last night’s mes- 
.sage probably would be the Presi¬ 
dent’s final word in the crisis,

LONDON. (JP> — Czechoslovakia 
tonight requested some form of 
representation at the epochal four- 
power conference which will open 
at Munich tomorrow to discuss her 
fate. 

Jan Masaiyk, Czechoslovakia 
minister to London, in a letter to 
Prime Minister Chamberlain asked 
that his country be represented 
by a spokesman, expert or ob¬ 
server,, if not by a delegate rank¬ 
ing equally with those of Britain, 
Germany, France and Italy. 


As soon as Masaryk heard 
Chamberlain’s startling announce¬ 
ment of the conference in the 
house of commons today he im¬ 
mediately telephoned Viscount 
Halifax, the foreign secretary. 

Since Halifax, listening to the 
prime minister’s speech in the 
peers' gallery of the house, could 
not be reached at once, the minis¬ 
ter dashed off an urgent letter to 
Chamberlain. 

At a late hour he had not re¬ 
ceived a reply.

Hitler is planning a dramatic 
meeting with his ally. Premier 
Mussolini, at the historic Brenner 
Pass before the Munich conference 
tomorrow, reliable sources said to¬ 
night.

BERLIN. (Ab—Germany’s prop- 
j aganda minister. Paul Joseph 
Goebbles, told a throng of Berlin¬ 
ers today he forsaw an amicable 
solution of the German-Czechoslo¬ 
vakia dispute "within a few days.” 

Goebbles, usually a fire-eater, 
sounded a note of peace as he 
spoke amid deafening “heils” in 
historic Lustgarten. 

He did not mention tomorrow’s 
conference at Munich to be at¬ 
tended by Reichsfuerer Hitler, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain, Pre¬ 
mier Mussolini and Premier Dala¬ 
dier, but he declared: 

"I, as a man in the know of 
things, can tell you we neither 
can nor want to retreat, as the 


fuehrer has pledged his 'vord to 
support the Sudentens, but the 
solution is imminent.” 

It was believed, however, he was 
referring to the Munich conference 
when he said: 

"Herr Benes (president of Cze¬ 
choslovakia now will be forced to 
stick to his promise.” 

The fuehrer is on guard for 
peace in these critical days when 
the center of European politics 
has shifted to Germany, he as¬ 
serted. 

“I ask you Berliners, have you 
been taught war during the five 
years of our regime?” He asked 
and the crowd shouted "no.” 

Meanwhile, Munich, known as 


the "City of the Movement” be¬ 
cause it was there that Hitler’s 
national socialist movement 
started, hailed the news of the 
four-power conference with joy. 

Every Nazi was convinced that 
the fuehrer would bring peace to 
the world from Munich just as he 
started his movement from there. 

Goebbels referred to Mussolini 
as a "strong and honest friend” as 
the crowd yelled “Duce! Duce!.” 
He severely berated President 
Benes as “an unscrupulous was in¬ 
stigator” and declared he should 
not expect “other nations to pull 
his chestnuts out of the fire for 
him.”

BERLIN. UP >—The German gov¬ 
ernment late today was drafting 
a carefully phrased official com¬ 
munique to outline the stand 
taken by Relchsfuehrer Hitler 
with regard to tomorrow'* four- 
power peace conference at Munich. 

News of acceptance of the con¬ 
ference proposal by the principal 
participants — Hitler, Premier 
Mussolini, Prime Minister Cham¬ 
berlain and Premier Daladier— 
brought a deluge of inquiries as 
to official reaction. 

NO STATEMENT 

The foreign office and propa¬ 
ganda ministry were besieged by 
questioners. 

"Please have patience until the 
official communique which is now 
being worked out is issued,” a 
government spokesman said. 

“In times like these every word 
must be weighed so it is better 
if I do not say anything at this 
moment.” 

An authoritative source said to¬ 
day Relchsfuehrer Adolf Hitler 
had sent a letter to Prime Min¬ 
ister • Chamberlain guaranteeing 
that Czechoslovakia's political and 
economic independence would not 
be endangered by German occupa¬ 
tion of Sudetenland, 
OCCUPATION DEFENDED 

The letter, sent yesterday after 
Chamberlain’s broadcast to the 
British empire, was reported to 
have said, however, that occupa¬ 
tion of the Sudeten territory was 
"indispensable ” in view of condi¬ 
tions which Germany could no 
longer endure. 

Hitler told the British prime 
minister Germany’s decision to oc¬ 
cupy Sudetenland by Oct. 1 was 
Intended solely as a measure of 
safety to Insure order during final 
settlement of the problem by a 
plebiscite. 

Germany is even ready to be co¬ 
guarantor with Poland and Hun¬ 
gary of the revised Cechoslovag 
state’s independence. Hitler was 


PARIS. (iP) — Premier Edouard 
Daladier told his countrymen to¬ 
night he would continue at Munich 
tomorrow his efforts to save peace 
and safeguard the vital interests 
of France “with the backing of the 
.vhole nation.” 

In his broadcast, lasting oniy 
.wo minutes, the premier told of 
accepting the invitation of Adolf 
Hitler to meet him at Munich to¬ 
morrow, together with Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain of Britain and 
Premier Mussolini of Italy, in an 
effort to seek peace for Europe. 

"You will understand that on 
the ever of such an important 
negotiation it is my duty to post¬ 
pone the explanation which it was 
my intention to give you. 

“But before my departure I wish 
to address to the people of France 
my thanks for its attitude, replete 
with courage and dignity. 

"I particularly wish to thank 
those French citizens who have 
been recalled to the colors for the 
coolness and determination of 
which they have given fresh proof. 

“My task is a heavy one. Since 
the beginning of the troubles 
through which we are now passing 
I have not for a moment ceased 
to v.'ork with all my strength to 
preserve peace and the vital in¬ 
terests of ranee. 

“I shall continue my efforts to¬ 
morrow with the full realization 
that I have the backing of the 
whole nation."

ence to nations “directly con¬ 
cerned” in the European crisis, 
Mr. Roosevelt meant Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, Germany, Poland, Russia, 
France, Great Britain, Hungary, 
and Italy. 

Unlike his earlier plea for peace 
which went to Czechoslovakia, 
Great Britain and France as well 
as Germany, the President di¬ 
rected last night’s message to 
Hitler only. 

"Present negotiations still stand 
open," he said. “They can be con¬ 
tinued if you will give the word.” 
SUGGESTS MEETING 

The President suggested, too, 
possible convoking of a general 
parley in some neutral spot in 
Europe where all nations "directly 
interested in the present contro¬ 
versy” could meet and settle their 
troubles pacifically. 

He made it clear at the same 
time, however, that the United 
States would neither sponsor nor 
attend such a meeting, and that it 
was for Europe to work out its 
own solution unaided. 

He had made his pleas for 
peace, he said, because: 

"The conscience and the impell¬ 
ing desire of the people of my 
country demand that the voice of 
their government be raised again 
and yet again to avert and to avoid 
war.” 

CLOSE TO WAR 

To some of the President's ad¬ 
visers, informed persons said, it 
appeared the Fuehrer had carried 
the world even closer to war by 
the language of his reply than he 
had in previous statements.

State Expects To Qet $2,000,000 From H.B. Oil Well Drilling 


THIRD OF CASH 
TO BE USED IN 
STATE PARKS 

Drilling of Huntington Beach 
tidelands under a state lands con¬ 
tract, expected to total nearly 
$2,000,000 in revenue to the state, 
will begin within 30 days. 

Members of the commission esti¬ 
mated today that the state’s share 
in the profits on oil taken from 
the tideland pool may total $2,000,- 
000 under royalties which reach a 
maximum of 66 per cent on a slid¬ 
ing scale. 

Royalties begin with a minimum 
of 1214 per cent on production of 
80 baiTCls or les.s per day by the 
Southwest Exploration company, 
successful bidder on the state's 
contract, opposed by the city of 
Huntington Beach but without 
court action. 

The agreement between the 
Southwest firm and the state is 
for a 20-year period, with an op¬ 
tion for renewal if the wells con¬ 
tinue to produce.

Mrs. Dillon alleged she was 
guaranteed .six per cent interest 
and return of her principal at 
I termination of the trust. She 
I charged that interest payment is 
i delinquent. 


C. E. DURYEA, 
'AUTO FATHER' 
INVENTOR, DIES 

PHILADELPHIA. (iPI—Charles 
E. Duryea, widely credited as the 
man who invented America’s first 
gasoline buggy and known as the 
“father of the automobile,” died 
at his home here today. He weis 
76. 

He had been ill two years. Death 
was caused by a heart attack and 
complications. 

Whether Duryea was the “first” 
builder of a gasoline automobile 
has been a subject of controversy. 
The credit was claimed on behalf 
of Elwood Haynes. His first car 
was placed on exhibition in the 
Smithsonian institution, but later 
Duryea’s first car was placed 
there. 

He built cars from 1892 until 
1914. From then on he was a 
consulting engineer and patent 
expert, carrying on his work from 
his Philadelphia laboratory. 

Duryea was bom near Canton, 
Ill., Dec. 15, 1861. 

Springfield, Mass., laid claim to 
being the “birthplace of the auto¬ 
mobile industry." A tablet there 
states “America’s first gasoline 
buggy had its pulling test on April 
19, 1892 at 47 Taylor street,” and 
referred to Duryea as “father of 
the automobile.” 


Millions Spent 
In L. A. in Fight 
On Insect Pests 

LOS ANGELES. (.PI—Control of 
insect pe.sts in Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty in the past fiscal year cost 
orchard owners more than $2,000- 
000, according to the annual re¬ 
port of Harold J. Ryan, agricul¬ 
tural commissioner, submitted to 
the board of supervisors today. 

“County agricultural inspectors 
failed to find any new insect pests 
of importance in the county,” 
Ryan said, “and oriental fruit 
moths and European corn borers 
were intercepted by inspectors en¬ 
forcing California plant quaran¬ 
tines.”

County Clerk B. J. Smith re¬ 
ceived from Webb a copy of an 
opinion in an identical con.stable's 
race in Sacramento, where one of 
the leaders failed to file a state¬ 
ment of receipts and expenditures 
within the 1.5 days allowed by law 
after the primary election. 

Drent received 230 votes in the 
township and D. F. Emery, second 
man, got 228. Incumbent Homer 
Pearson was eliminated, polling 
173 votes. 

Drent's failure to file his ex¬ 
pense account until after the legal 
time limit caused speculation as 
to whether or not he might be 
disqualified as a candidate on the 
Nov. 8 general election ballot, 
thereby placing Pcar.son in the 
runoff or electing Emery. 

Webb ruled, however, that al¬ 
though failure to file a statement 
within the time limit makes a 
candidate liable to prosecution for 
a misdemeanor, even conviction 
doe.s not legally carry with It dis¬ 
qualification as a candidate. He 
said at any rate the “object of 
the law" was attained by per¬ 
mitting the candidate's name to 
appear on the ballot and not by 
disqualifying him for tardiness in 
filing.

“I went to 
the American Legion convention 
last week—I was in a wagon com¬ 
pany for a while during the war— 
and somebody found clippings 
about this business and put ’em on 
my company bulletin board. 
Wow!”

Associated Chamber Delays Action On Proposed Beach Buy 


Ice-Makers 

It’s a short step from the arc¬ 
tic to the equator in a modem 
Ice-making plant. 

• • • 

Jumping from the extreme heat 
of the engine room to the near¬ 
zero temperatures of the ice stor¬ 
age room is a commonplace Job 
tor ice-makers. They go from one 
climatic extreme to the other doz- 

;ns of times a day. 

* • • 

It takes 48 hours at the Dia¬ 
mond Ice company, for instance, 
tor water to be transformed into 
a 300-pound cake of ice—either 
tor use In somebody's refrigera¬ 
tor or to fill a railroad refrigera¬ 
tor car. 

• * • 

.\lthough tons of ice are han¬ 
dled daily, a workmen is seldom 
required to lift more than 50 
pounds. The big cakes of Ice are 
handled within the plant by an 
electric crane, are merely slid on 
the delivery trucks. 

• • • 

Icemen begin delivering at 7 a. 
m., usually finish about 5 p. m. 
They make frequent trips back to 
the plant for reloading. Bach 
truck is completely Insulated—a 
cake of ice can be left in a de¬ 
livery truck all day without melt¬ 
ing. 

• • • 

Busiest days are Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday, 
Tuesday and Thursday are usual¬ 
ly weak. Ice delivering tends to 
fall heaviest every other dayJ Bus¬ 
iest months are June, July, Au¬ 
gust and September. 

Winter time is naturally low, 
but many customers now take ice 
ill year round. 

* • * 

Average ice box requires reload¬ 
ing twice a week. Some need 
rilling once a week, while some 
bf the older models require fill¬ 
ing three or four times a week, 
icemen say. 

* * * 

Every iceman runs into some 
“freak” iceboxes—old models that 
take odd-sized chunks. That type 
has almost disappeared, though. 

* « * 

Most popular sized chunk of ice 
is the 50-pound piece, although 
many newer models are now be¬ 
ing built for 100-pound chunks. 

• * • 

First step in the manufactur¬ 
ing of ice is to soften the water 
by a special process. Water which 
is not treated will cause pourous, 
cracked ice. Softening is accom¬ 
plished by mixing lime with wa¬ 
ter in a large tank—lime causes 
this alkali in the water to solidify 
in particles; water is then sent 
through a filter, and the alkali 
particles filtered out. 

* * « 

The soft water is pumped into 
a supply tank from which large 
containers are filled. Each con¬ 
tainer holds 330 pounds of water. 

« • • 

The containers filled with the 
soft water are lowered into a 
large tank of salt water through 
which run row upon row of am¬ 
monia pipes. The salt solution 
keeps the water in the tank from 
freezing, but it's cold enough to 
freeze the water inside the con¬ 
tainers. Thus, water is frozen in 
water. 

* • * 

The water in the containers 

freezes in about 36 hours, al¬ 

though it’s left there for 48 hours. 
There are 20 rows of containers 
on each side of the building, 18 
cans to a row. 

• « « 

Two kinds of ice are manufac¬ 
tured—ice for home use, and ice 
for railroad refrigerator car used 
by fruit packing plants. Differ¬ 
ence: ice for the home is almost 
perfectly clear. 

• • « 

Making ice so it will be clear 
requires a special process. Com¬ 
pressed air is shot into the con¬ 
tainer through a small tube, keep¬ 
ing the water in constant circula¬ 
tion. Purpose: water freezes from 
the outside in, and when water 
circulates the natural solids are 
washed toward the center. 

* • • 

When ail but the center is froz¬ 
en, the remaining water is emptied 
and fresh water poured in. This 
is to dispose of the natural sol¬ 
ids and wastes which wash to the 
center. 

« • • 

It's a simple trick to get the 
ice out of the can. The container 
is dipped in water until the ice 
melts slightly around the edges. 
The frozen block is slid into the 
storage room where the tempera¬ 
ture stays at about 29 or 30 de¬ 
grees. 

* « • 

Ekich cake of ice is “scored” 
with an automatic saw, so the 
iceman knows where to jab the 
ice pick to break off a 25-pound 
or a SO-pound chunk.

RESOLUTION TO 
BE CONSIDERED 
AT NEXT MEET 

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — The 
Associated Chambers of Com¬ 
merce last night deferred action 
on a resolution asking the state 
to purchase 10,000 feet of beach 
frontage between Huntington 
Beach and the Santa Ana river 
for conversion into a state park. 

It was moved to request the 
executive board of the associated 
to clarify and simplify the reso¬ 
lution, and submit it to a vote 
at the next general meeting. 

The resolution requests the gov¬ 
ernor and other state officials to 
take necessary steps to acquire 
the strip of beach from state oil 
pool funds. The resolution was 
introduced by the Huntington 
Beach chamber of commerce and 
other chambers have adopted sim¬ 
ilar resolutions. 

Principal speaker was Arthur 
C. Jenkins, engineer for the state 
railroad commission, who out¬ 
lined the mass transportation 
problems in Orange county. He 
said railroad and bus service from 
Orange county into Los Angeles 
is totally inadequate to meet 
present needs. 

Decrease in revenues, increase 
in labor costs, higher taxes and 
other expenses have made it im¬ 
possible for mass transportation 
carriers to provide modem equip¬ 
ment which would attract patron¬ 
age, he said. 

Jenkins pointed out that mass 
transportation, such as train or 
bus, it not a thing of the past, 
and is a service that every com- 
munty needs. One means of re¬ 
ducing the increasing death toll on 
the highways, he said, would be 
to encourage use of the larger 
carriers. 

Jenkins said the state railway 
commission is now studying the 
Pacific Electric railway service in 
Orange county, as the company 
has asked the commission for a 
raise in passenger rates. 

The speaker suggested that 
more frequent bus connections to 
a high speed railway service in 
Long Beach might be more desir¬ 
able than promotion of direct rail¬ 
way service into Los Angeles. 

Vice President J. W. Grill of 
Garden Grove presided over the 
meeting.

BACK BILL NO. 1 

ORANGE.—An educational cam¬ 
paign to acquaint citizens of Or¬ 
ange county with initiative propo¬ 
sition No. 1 which will appear on 
the November ballot, was launched 
last night in Orange with a meet¬ 
ing of a local committee represent¬ 
ing the California Committee for 
Peace in Industrial Relations. 

Held in offices of the Orange 
Chamber of Commerce, the meet¬ 
ing was presided over by C. H. 
Robinson, chairman of the Orange 
group. Members of the new com¬ 
mittee include S. B. Edwards, L. 
F. Finley, Louis Koth, George 
Franzen, Roy Buckels, H. L. 
Frostefer, John Adams, H. H. 
Gardner and Mrs. E. H. Smith. 

In outlining details of the initia¬ 
tive measure. Chairman Robinson 
emphasized that a favorable vote 
on proposition No. 1 by the peo¬ 
ple of the state will mean the end 
of labor warfare in California and 
the establishment of industrial 
peace necessary for business pros¬ 
perity, job security and protec¬ 
tion of the consumer. 

"The starting point in preparing 
this initiative measure,” Robinson 
said, “was the factor of justce and 
fairness as the first requirement 
in establishing happy relations be¬ 
tween employers and employes. 
This statute will be a foundation 
upon which California citizens 
can build a structure of employ¬ 
ment relations in which workers 
and employers can sit down to¬ 
gether in peace and good order. 

"Too often labor disputes are 
looked upon as affecting only 
workers and employers. Parties to 
industrial controversies have ig¬ 
nored the general public, which 
suffers most. Under this new law, 
workers can organize and bargain 
collectively without interference. 
Workers can strike, but there will 
be no sit-downs or property seiz¬ 
ures. Workers on strike can 
picket,' but with reasonable regu¬ 
lations and peaceful methods. 
Workers on strike can boycott, but 
only their own employer. 

"But nobody can interfere with 
free use of the highways and 
wharves by farmers or anyone else. 
Mass picketing and picketing by 
mercenary pickets is prohibited. 
Nobody can use coercion or intim¬ 
idation to force citizens to join 
unions, or not join them, or other 
un-American practices. Nobody 
can use the excuse of 'hot cargo’ 
for boycotting or picketing if a 
union official declares a commodi¬ 
ty ‘unfair.’ Nobody can boycott 
those with whom they have no 
quarrel, which means the elimina¬ 
tion of unfair secondary lioycotts.”

The community has been divided 
over the city hall site, following 
purchase by the city of property 
on the northeast corner of High¬ 
land and Commonwealth avenues 
for $25,050. Knowlton and other 
east side residents opposed the 
we.st side site. 

The original petition contained 
626 names of voters, and was filed 
with the clerk Aug. 20 a.sking a 
referendum vote. On Sept. 8, the 
complaint relates, a supplemental 
petition with 100 signatures was 
hied. Meanwhile, because of 
granting of the withdrawal re¬ 
quests, the combined petitions 
were six names .short of the num¬ 
ber required for a referendum.

First steps toward the organi¬ 
zation of a cooperative fact-find¬ 
ing body to provide citrus grow¬ 
ers with information on market¬ 
ing practices and methods, were 
taken at a meeting of more than 
300 growers in the Orange Un¬ 
ion High school auditorium last 
night. 

It is hoped the organizations’ 
scope of activities may eventually 
be extended throughout Califor¬ 
nia. 

CO.H.MI’TTEE FRAMED 

A committee was appointed to 
meet a week from tonight to draw 
up articles of incorporation and 
by-laws to be submitted to an¬ 
other general meeting of grow¬ 
ers. 

Reports that the growers were 
piushing an insurgent movement 
to break away from the California 
Fruit Growers exchange were de¬ 
clared erroneous. 

"We will work with the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers exchange 
and with other marketing organi¬ 
zations,” it was asserted by Thom¬ 
as McFadden, chairman of the 
meeting. "This fact-finding group 
will be composed of many loyal 
members of the exchange and oth¬ 
er marketing groups.” 

DATA FOR GROWERS 

McFadden said "we will investi¬ 
gate certain marketing problems 
and make recommendations where 
it is thought best to do so.” 

McFadden said the organization 
would give such information to 
the grower "so he will know what 
he is doing and relieve the con¬ 
fusion in his mind.” 

It was explained that citrus 
growers feel they have no direct 
contact with the California Fruit 
Growers e.xchange or other mar¬ 
keting groups. To secure infor¬ 
mation, McFadden said, a grower 
must go to his local packing 
house, which must go to the Cen¬ 
tral Fruit exchange, which in turn 
must go to the California Fruit 
Growers exchange. He pointed out 
the exchange is not in a position 
to provide this information. 
FAtrrS DELAYED 

He said it takes too long to 
receive information over such a 
tortuous route. Often answers are 
unsati.sfactory, he said. 

Much of the fact-finding organi¬ 
zation’s work, McFadden pointed 
out, probably would be disseminat¬ 
ing information already compiled 
by federal agencies, but now un¬ 
available to the grower. 

Main purpose of the proposed 
organization, he declared, is to in¬ 
crease the return to the growers. 
"We feel that at least we can 
make suggestions or recommenda¬ 
tions wherever we find abuses. No 
corrections or improvement in 
marketing methods can be made 
until the trouble is first discov¬ 
ered.” 

NAMES SUGGESTED 

One of the names suggested for 
the organization was "Citrus 
Growers, Incorporated,” but that 
will be decided at subsequent meet¬ 
ings. 

McFadden said only a few such 
movements have been started In 
California history. One at Porter¬ 
ville was unsuccessful, and another 
in Orange county three years ago 
fell through, he .said, 

“Two more hard years, how¬ 
ever, have in.spired us to make an¬ 
other effort.”

It’s the Same Old Story 

We modernize our wars and strive to rationalize our 
conduct as nations. The big struggle to “make the world 
sate tor democracy” merely produced a few dictators and 
opened the way for what may be termed in a few weeks 
a war to end all wars.” 

But the cause of wars, old and modem, seems 
bMically the same if you cast aside the skilled phrases of 
the propagandists. 

Nations that think they have the power, and believe 
they can get away with it, are always absorbing weaker 
ones or pushing them out of the way, in order to expand 
for economic and strategic reasons—just as savages used 
to fight for lusher grasslands and better streams in which 
to fish. Ideology, religion, race and other items are 
important but underneath, the real reason usually is 
something more fundamental. 

So, if at last Britain and France go to war with Ger¬ 
many, it will not be primarily for Czechoslovakia, magnifi¬ 
cent little nation that she is, nor yet for democracy, as 
such, but because they know that if Herr Hitler gets away 
with everything he wants they are doomed. Britain will 
become just a shrinking little island off the northwest 
coast of Europe, and Prance a sort of satellite of greater 
Germany—no matter what kind of government sits on the 
banks of the Seine and the Thames. 


Get Out in That Lawn 

^ It won’t be long now before Old Man Winter comes 
sliding home. And, for the man who has huffed and 
puffed around with his lawn mower all summer, it will be 
a happy respite. 

But, before you oil up the mower for the winter and 
store the rake and clippers in the basement, take one final 
look at the lawn.

— Gratifying 
long-suppressed desire to use the 
word "apocryphal,” I related re¬ 
cently a folktale of journalism in 
St. Louis about an editor who un¬ 
accountably misjudged the im¬ 
portance of a bulletin on the sink¬ 
ing of the battleship Maine, stuff¬ 
ed the story away deep inside the 
paper and, like a religious penitent 
retired to a proofreader’s cell for 
the rest of his professional life. 

The late Otto Floto, of the Den¬ 
ver Post, often would write a long 
story just to work up to the point 
of using a double-dome word, and 
newspapermen within his radius 
enjoyed reading to him as he cir¬ 
cled, feinted and moved in for 
the kill which usually occurred 
M the last paragraph but one. His 
method was ceremonious, like that 
sf a bull fight. His colleagues 
enjoyed reading the old master’s 
preliminary work, and when at 
last he would come out with 
hedonistic, irrefragible or caco¬ 
phony they would throw down the 
paper and not bother to give at¬ 
tention while the attendants drag¬ 
ged off the still-warm carcass of 
the vanquished word. 

Twice in a Night 

And now comes a note from 
Robert Hammond Murray indi¬ 
cating that this tragic error oc¬ 
curred twice on the same night. 
Murray relates that an editor of 
the Rochester, N. Y., Democrat 
and Chronicle also put the sinking 
of the Maine inside the paper. 

“Our paper received the Sun 
or Laffan wire service, which this 
man loved as much as he despised 
the A. P.,” says Murray. ‘‘Along 
about 8 p. m. my friend would get 
his schedule from Laffan, lay out 
his first page, pretty like and ty¬ 
pographically balanced to a “T." 
And after that nothing but the 
a.ssassination of McKinley of 
Queen Victoria could make him 
change it. Well, this night I was 
on the long watch and my friend 
was reading his book and waiting 
for 30. 

He Lett the Paper 

"He shoved over the A. P. bul¬ 
letin, under a Washington date. 
The Laffan wire was still open, 
so he pushed open the slide of the 
window that gave into the op¬ 
erator’s coop and said ‘Ask ’em if 
they’ve got anything about this.’ 

“ ‘Not a word, they say,’ re¬ 
ported the man on the Laffan 
wire. 

“M.v friend swore horribly and 
said that if he were the boss of 
the Associated Press he would fire 
the man who sent that bulletin 
first thing tomorrow. I said 
there might be something in it, 
as the A. P. usually didn’t go 
off half-cocked, but he wagged his 
head and was still cursing when 
both wires gave good night. 

“Bill Lyddon, the foreman, 
waddled in from the composing 
room and asked, ’Shall I close her 
up?’ My friend scrawled a one- 
line head on the bulletin and said, 
‘Jam this in on number 2 or 3 
if you can find room,’ dumped his 
pipe, reached for his hat and 
called it a day. 

“Unfortunately, our opposition, 
'The Herald, bannered the bulletin 
that morning. My friend report¬ 
ed for duty at 7 p. m. next night as 
usual and approximately two min¬ 
utes and thirty-six seconds later 
he severed his connection with 
the Rochester, N. Y., Democrat and 
Chronicle.”

The beauty of personal appear¬ 
ance as well as health is a concern 
of the surgeon now that plastic 
surgery techniques have improved 
so remarkably In the years since 
the World Wai. Plastic surgery 
has an esthetic as well as a repar¬ 
ative objective; it remedies the 
looks and appearances of individ¬ 
uals who enjoy good physical 
health but are weighed down psy¬ 
chologically by some deformity of 
appearance. 

The deformity may be a flat, 
hooked, long, crooked or bulbous 
tipped nose. It may be a turkey 
gobbler or scrawny neck, a harelip, 
drooping eyelids, pendulous 
breasts, adipose tissues on the 
arms, legs or abdomen. Or it may 
be ugly scars, the tombstones of 
injuries. Thick lips, excessive 
wrinkles, outstanding ears, a re¬ 
ceding or double chin, moles or 
birthmarks can also be remedied 
by the surgeon’s knife.

“I don’t care whether it is dis¬ 
tasteful to them or not,” replied 
Watt. “That’s the way I feel about 
fascism and that's what I am going 
to say. I didn’t ask to speak. You 
invited me and I intend to say 
what I think.” 

Watt heard no more about the 
matter. He delivered his speech as 
he had written it, assailing “fascist 
brutality” and characterizing the 
totalitarian 


GERMANY IN 1911 

Fear is general that war will 
be averted in Europe only if Ger¬ 
many or the anti-German camp 
backs down in the crisis over the 
Sudeten Germans. 

If Germany should now back 
down on the Czechoslovak issue it 
will be the first time since 1911 a 
Germany strong enough to assert 
henself will have eaten crow. 

The 1911 crisis came over Mo¬ 
rocco. Six years before, Berlin 
hand ended the trend toward a 
French protectorate over Morocco, 
and France had had to agree to 
allow an international conference 
—at Algeciras in 1906—handle the 
Moroccan problem. But in 1911 
France went ahead to occupy the 
capital, Fez, after a revolt. Paris 
informed the great powers ol the 
action, but once more the Wilhelm- 
strasse determined to put the 
French in their place. 

The time again looked propitioas 
lor Germany. The French had had 
a grave railroad strike, serious po- 
I litical dissensions, a cabinet resig¬ 
nation. Across the channel the 
British were troubled with strikes 
and with the Irish problem. St. 
Petersburg seemed temporarily 
somewhat friendly to Berlin. With¬ 
out advance notification Germany 
sent a warship, the Panther, to an¬ 
chor in Agadir, a Moroccan port on 
the Atlantic. Berlin later explain¬ 
ed that German lives and property 
in Morocco needed protection, but 
even the German newspapers ad¬ 
mitted that this was an empty 
pretext. 

This time Germany overreached 
herself. The French said in so 
many words: “If there must be war 
let it come now.” Paris was ada¬ 
mant to Germany’s 3Ugge.stion that 
Morocco be divided equally among 
France, Germany and Spain. Paris 
was likewise adamant to the ensu¬ 
ing German suggestion that all 
French Congo would be acceptable 
as recompense for a French pro¬ 
tectorate over Morocco. 

England stood with France. For 
one thing, a German naval base in 
western Morocco would be a threat 
at Gibraltar. For another, Ger-
